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NFPC convention 


Priests pledge 10 per cent of income for the hungry 


ST. PETERSBURG BEACH, Fla. (NC)— 
About 200 priest-delegates at the annual 
convention of the National Federation of 
Priests’ Councils (NFPC) here pledged to 
give 10 per cent of their gross income for a 
year to feed the world’s hungry. | 


The move was the most dramatic in a 
wide-ranging series of action steps adopted 
by the convention to carry out its search for 
reconciliation. (Father Robert Miller repre- 
sented San Diego diocese Priests’ Senate at 
the convention. Father William Mooney 
attended as a board member of NFPC). 


AMONG OTHER reconciliation measures, 
the NFPC delegates voted to: - 


—Ask the U.S. bishops to consider lifting 
excommunication of divorced remarried 
Catholics; 3 

—call for dialogue between the NFPC and 
the bishops (NCCB) to find ways to 
“reconcile and reinstate married priests in. 
appropriate ministries;”’ 

—urge that out of respect for the ‘‘primary 
of conscience’’ exclusion from the Eucharist 
“‘no longer be applied’’ to parties in a second 
marriage; 

—acknowledge their own part in the 
existence today of a ‘‘grave’’ degree of ‘‘hurt 
and disaffection’? among young (age 14-30) 
Catholics; 

-—urge priests to pledge 10 per cent of

USD invites Ford 
to graduation 


Although final confirmation is awaited from the 
White House, it is expected that President Gerald Ford 
will attend commencement ceremonies for the 
University of San Diego on May 25. 


The school plans to bestow honorary degrees on 
three people, President Ford, singer Vikki Carr and 
Prince Sattam Al-Saud of Saudi Arabia, a 1965 USD 
graduate. Ceremonies will be held at the Civic Theatre 
in the Charles Dail Community Concourse. 


USD President Author E. Hughes said this week that 
Miss Carr (Florencia Bisenta- de Casilla Martinez 
Cardona), who has accepted the invitation, will receive 
an honorary doctor of laws degree for her work for 
Mexican-American students and institutions. 


She established the Vikki Carr Scholarship 
Foundation in 1970, supported almost entirely by her 
earnings as a performer. More than 50 awards have 
been made to students attending colleges across the 
nation. 


It is understood that President Ford was invited 
before he became president, and his acceptance is 
subject to the demands of state. 


The last' White House connection with USD 
graduation was when the then Vice President Richard 
Nixon was awarded an honorary degree in 1959. He 
unveiled the foundation stone for the Hall of Sciences 
building, now Serra Hall.

If it's Old World food-try St. Nicholas 


SC Correspondent 


FONTANA—Fiestas and bazaars are familiar parish fund 
raisers, but at St. Nicholas Byzantine church here 
parishioners put Old World recipes to work as money makers. 


Men and women of the parish, many of Slavonic ancestry, 
combine efforts throughout the year to produce and sell 
kolbasi, pirohi, kolach, kolachi ‘‘horns’’, homemade bread, 
and on special occasions Pascha Bread for Easter and Holubki 
for the church’s annual fiesta. 


FATHER JOSEPH RIDELLA, pastor, said funds raised 
through those sausage and baked-goods sales is an important 
source of parish revenue. 


He said the project began about 15 years ago when the 
church was first established at 9112 Oleander Ave. 


Father William Levkulis, then pastor, suggested that 
parishioners make kolbasi, pirohi and kulach for church 
festivals. It worked out so well that it became a continuing 
project and church income source. 


NOW, PARISH MEN produce and smoke about 400 poinds 
of kolbasi at a crack, and the women prepare and bake their 
goods for a sale the fitst Friday of the month from 2-6 p.m. in 
the church hall. 


John Kuchar leads 10 men who team up to produce kolbasi. 
They gather in the parish hall kitchen, mix the 
ingredients—pork, beef, spices and garlic—run it through a 
casing stuffer, allow it to cure and finally smoke it for six 
hours. s 


Kuchar said the secret of kolbasi’s special flavor is in the 
spices, but he was unwilling to divulge those. As for 
preparing kolbasi for the table, he explained:

IT’S UP TO the cook. Kolbasi is prepared almost like any 
sausage, except that it probably should be boiled to get the 
water out of it before frying.”’ 


His wife, Nora, leads baking activities, which for Easter 
include making Pascha Bread as well as regular baked goods. 


Mrs. Kuchar said Pascha differs from regular homemade 
bread because the dough contains sugar and eggs. “‘It’s 
decorated on top and becomes part of our Easter food 
basket,’’ she said. 


“At St. Nicholas, families make up a food basket including 
Pascha and it’s blessed in the parish hall either the night 
before Easter or Easter morning.’’ 


SHE DESCRIBED the kolach roll as a foot long and 
containing a layer of poppy seeds, crushed walnuts and 
apricot jam filling. Kolachi horns are the same but smaller. 
Pirohi is a noodle-dough preparation, cut in circles and filled 
with cabbage, cottage cheese, prunes, potatoes, sharp 
cheese, then cooked; holubki is cabbage leaves rolled around 
hamburger and rice then cooked. 


In the beginning, all the work was done by hand, Mrs. 
Kuchar said, ‘‘but over the years we’ve added several 
mechanical things to make the job easier.” 


THE MEN haye a sausage mixer, stuffer and smokehouse, 
and the women have a dough mixer, nut grinder, more and 
bigger bake ovens, and they have a dough roller. 


But, Mrs. Kuchar said, ‘‘we don’t use the dough roller, 
because for some reason hand rolling pins do a better job.” 


She said all recipes she and other women use, ‘‘have been 
handed down from mother to daughter and so on for at least 
three or four generations.’’ 


ASKED WHETHER she and other women in her baking 
group are passing their recipes and know-how along to ~ 
younger women at St. Nicholas, Mrs. Kuchar said, ‘‘Yes. We 
are. Of our group of 10 or 12 ladies, the youngest is 49. If 
Father Ridella approves we’ll start a class for girls.”’

That was the week that was 


The fortune wheel of journalism brought in one 
week the head of the Augustinians, the head of the 
Sulpicians, two interesting youngsters from Israel 
and two of our diocesan priests full of news about 
the permanent deacon program. Most of what they 
had to say was recorded in last week’s Southern 
Cross. 


‘The American prior-general of the Augustinians, 
Father Theodore Tack, was visiting ‘‘Saints’’ and 
St. Patrick’s in San Diego, two strongholds of the 
order. This quiet-spoken youthful priest—he is only 
47, the youngest head of the order in 
centuries— was concerned for the strengthening of 
the Augustinian communities themselves. The 
‘‘family community”’ of the priests and brothers of 
the order is, he said, of paramount importance. 


Father Paul Purta, head of the Sulpicians, had 
just completed the first special five-day symposium 
on prayer for priests at San Luis Rey Mission. If 
ever a man could teach by example, | feel it is this 
gentle, yet powerful priest. He has long known our 
diocese and its seminarians because he was 
Wh in charge of St. Patrick’s seminary, Menlo 
Park: 


Courage of Israelis

Vatican, setting the relationship between Church 
and state. It is now being renegotiated and it will be 
interesting to see what transpires. 


So much has changed since 1929— more changes, 
perhaps, than in any other period in history—that 
there are bound to be drastic alterations in any new 
agreement. Of course, some Italians would like to 
see the end of the agreement altogether, claiming 
that it is a relic of the Italy of Fascism, signed, as it 
was, by dictator Benito Mussolini. 


Italy is probably the last bastion of the Church’s 
strength in relation to the state. We have seen, in 
recent years, changes in those two~ other 
“‘Catholic’’ countries Spain and Portugal, with 
regard to Church-state affairs. Divorce, for 
instance, is a matter on which Church influence has 
been moderated in Portugal. In Italy the present 
divorce law violates article 34 of the 1929 concordat 
on marriage. 


There are other ticklish points. Article 5 forbids 
the state to hire an ‘‘apostate priest or a priest 
under censure’’ for any office or teaching 
assignment. which necessitates contact with the 
public. Also the state has to observe Church 
holydays. With the concordat under review, the 
question of the Lateran Treaty, of similar date, is 
up for question, because it recognizes the Catholic 
religion as ‘‘the sole religion of the state’’ and 
establishes the Vatican City as a separate state with 
the right to print stamps, have its own currency and 
sO on. 


Directing the deacons 


The two priests most closely associated with our 
permanent deacon program in the diocese are 
Father Frank Fawcett and Father Neal Dolan. 
Father Dolan will take over direction of the pregram 
when Father Fawcett leaves for graduate studies in 
Italy this summer. He has nurtured the continually 
revised diaconate in this diocese since Bishop 
Maher gave it his blessing about four years ago. 


It is early to see the full and lasting effects of the 
permanent deacons on the life of the Church. Their 
presence raises high hopes and also problems. But 
what worthwhile venture didn’t raise problems? 


Christ did not leave us a legacy ‘of inanition and” 


ease, but a challenge and responsibility. Certainly 
the view seems to be that deacons should not 
duplicate apostolates of priests, but should be in 
those ‘‘neglected’’ areas of our Church activity, 
where the need is greatest. 


Law link departs 


Professor ‘‘Joe’’ Brock is retiring from the 
University of San Diego law school, after many 
years of helping to shape its style and philosophy. 
He is probably one of the last strong ‘’Catholic’’ 
links in a school which, like the University itself, 
has a vital part to play in Catholic witness. 


Like most law schools on Catholic university 
campuses, the religious aspects of their antece- 
dents unfortunately play a smaller and smaller part 
in their philosophy and operation. If ever a 
profession needed to look to basic moralities and 
teaching, the legal profession does, judged on its 
current image and on the tremendous need for 
examples of integrity in political and professiorial 
life generally. z

The sinner, 


We were talking...about our responsibi- 
lity to maintain a loving attitude towards 
those classed as ‘‘sinners’’ while hating 
the sin, and how difficult this is in 
practice. 


Not even when the sinner happens to be 
ourselves, do we quite manage to retain 
our self-esteem undiminished while 
regretting our sin—whether it be error or 
downright malice. 


CNE WAY or another we dole out 
punishment to ourselves and other 
uniortunates. However we may labor to 
justify it, the ‘‘human’’ urge to make 
displeasure known and felt by others is 
basically a desire to hurt and chastise. 


In fact, it is probably mainly due to our 
own damaged self-value that we find it 
well nigh impossible not to judge and 
punish others. We may even: punish them 
for being admirable and effective, seeking 


them more acceptable to our smarting 
egos. 


And, of course, nothing makes us feel 
more virtuous than a ‘‘just’’ denunciation 
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in this way to diminish them and so render > 


not the sin 


they demonstrate just as alarmingly, the 
inadequacy of our capacity to love and our 
lack of understanding. 


Someone once said that to understand 
all is to forgive all. | would take it a step 
further and say that to forgive all is to love 
wholly. Understanding that we are all 
fallible, all culpable, although in different 
measure and manner, we may allow 
ourselves to look upon one another in the 
human predicament, with compassion. 


THERE IS, also, another dimension to 
St. Paul’s exhortation. We may put 
ourselves into the company of sinners in 
ways other than accepting their lifestyle or 
condoning their actions. 

Anytime we sin, we put ourselves. into 
the company of sinners: When we turn 
away from a person because of his lifestyle 
or actions, and refuse him our fraternal 
love, we are, in effect, joining him in sin. 
And it is fraternal love that counts with 
God. 

We may, at times grow angry with one 
another, or impatient and disappointed. 
At times like these our. emotions may

Answer to 
suffering is 
in humanity 
of Jesus 


By William E. May 


Sin cuts us off from God, our fellow men 
and ourselves. We exist in a state of enmity 
and hostility and experience terrible 
frustration. And all because of our 
sinfulness, our rejection of the life that God 
wills to share with us and with our fellow 
“images’’ of God. 


We need help. We need a love that will 
heal our wounds, bring us peace, and 
reconcile us to God, to one another and to 
ourselves. 


THE WONDERFUL God who created us is 
our helper. In the work of reconciliation God 
Himself takes the initiative. ‘‘Everything,’’ 
Paul tells us, ‘‘comes from God who 
reconciles us to Himself through Christ’’ 
(Corinthians 5:18). 


God, who is love itself, sent us His own 
Son, to be completely one with us, to share 
perfectly our humanity, so that we, his 
created “‘words,’’ could become, through 
union with Jesus, one with Him. 


Jesus’ passion and death were no 
accident. Although He trembled before the 
thought of His passion and death (John 
12:27)—and how human, how like us, He 
was in this!—and although He pleaded with 
His Father to keep Him from death (John 
12:27), in the end He accepted this cup of 
bitterness and was, as Paul again tells us, 
“obedient to'death, even death on a cross”’ 
(Phillipians 2:8). 


JESUS DID not long for His agonizing 
death for its own sake, for He was no 
masochist, no hater of life, but simply 
because He wanted to show us how deeply 
He and His Father love us and to make it 
possible for us to share in His own act of 
reconciling love. We do this by being willing 
to love, willing to deny ourselves and take up 
our cross daily in order to follow His (Luke 
9:23-24). » 

In Jesus’ suffering and death we discover 
the glad tidings of our salvation, the ‘‘folly of 
the cross,’’ the wisdom of God that a sinful 
‘world deems stupidity. We have, in the 
reconciling love of God made manifest in the 
suffering and dying Jesus, the paradoxical 
and divine wisdom of the Gospel. 


Too frequently, it seems, we are 


disappointed in reading the Gospels because 


we do not find there what many of us would 
desperately like to have: a rational 
explanation of the suffering, agony, pain, 
frustration and, yes, death that is the 
common lot of mankind. 


LIKE JOB we complain of the suffering 
and evil visited upon us. And if we look to

No general

When the revised Rite of Penance first 
appeared and the title of its third chapter 
was made known: ‘‘Rite of Reconciliation of 
Several Penitents with General Confession 
and Absolution’? some would-be-penitents 
became alarmed. 


Mistakenly they interpreted the title to 
mean that in such a celebration everyone 
would publicly confess their particular sins 
before everyone else present. In the long 
history of the sacrament of Penance, we 
have never known of such a practice. It has 
not been introduced into the new Rite of 
Penance! 


THE STRUCTURE of this celebration 
is basically the same as that out- 
lined previously for the ‘‘Rite of Re- 
conciliation of Several Penitents with 
individual Confessions and Absolution.”’

the Gospels we look in vain-for a lucid 
answer to this mystery. 

But if we look more closely at the Gospels 
we discover that Jesus, by perfectly sharing 
in our humanity, by completely identifying 
Himself with us in our human condition, has 
placed union with Himself within the reach 
of everyone. 


As -the noted biblical scholar John L. 


McKenzie puts it, ‘‘those who want to 


identify themselves with Jesus cannot share 
His divine sonship except by adoption. But 
they can share His human condition. 
Suffering and death are the normal human 
condition. Jesus...makes them the means by 
which man is liberated from sin and death. 
Those who accept the human condition with 
Him share in the redemptive act, the saving 
act of God. He demands nothing which is not 
within the reach of every man of every 
age...The deliverance of man is not to be 
accomplished by an act which can be shared 
by only a few. It is accomplished by perfect 
identity between Jesus and the race which 
he incorporates in Himself. He meets man in 
the common destiny of all men. (‘The Power 
and the Wisdom,”’ p. 102). 


LOVE, WE’ SAY, reconciles and heals. 
And there is a living link between love and 


absolution 


Here, in place of the individual confession 
and absolution, the priest invites the 
penitents who wish to receive sacramental 
absolution to indicate this by some 
appropriate sign. : 

In the United States the particular sign 
used (kneeling, bowing, sign of the cross, 
etc.) is left to the decision of the priest in 
charge of the celebration. After it is clear 
who among those present are seeking 
absolution and they together make a general 
confession of their sinfulness (for example, 
by using the traditional act of contrition), the 
priest grants them sacramental absolution. 


More important than the structure of this 
Rite is the question: When may it be used? 
At this time there are very clear directives 
from the Holy See with regard to the 
occasions when general confession and 
absolution may be used. Basically, it is the 
responsibility of the diocesan bishops ‘‘to 


the -willingness to suffer and die. No 
friendship can long endure unless there is a 
readiness to put aside one’s own legitimate 
claims for the sake of the other’s needs. 


No enmities can be put to rest unless there 
is a willingness to forgive and to open one’s 
heart to the other, trusting and loving that 
other despite the hurt that he has caused. 


This by no means implies that we are to be 
doormats, but it does mean that we must be 
ready, as is our loving God, to empty 
ourselves and to give ourselves away 
completely in love, even at the price of 
suffering. 


AT TIMES in our lives everything seems 
to go awry. Friends abandon us, our families 
reject us, and all our hopes seem to turn to 
bitter ashes in our mouths. But we ought 
never abandon hope. 


The suffering and dying Jesus abides as 
proof that ‘‘neither death, nor. life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, not things 
present, nor things to come, nor powers, nor 
height, nor depth, nor anything else in all 
creation, will be able to separate us from the 
love of God in Christ Jesus our Lord 
(Romans 8:38-39). And our task is to image 
that Jesus in our own lives and thus to share 
with Him in the saving act of God. 


determine, after consultation with the other 
members of the Episcopal Conference, when 
general sacramental absolution may be 
permitted under the conditions laid down by 
the Holy See’’ (Rite of Penance, no. 39b). 


THE GUIDING principle established by 
the Holy See states: ‘‘Apart from the cases 
of danger of death, it is lawful to give 
sacramental absolution collectively to a 
number of faithful who have confessed only 
generically but have been suitably exhorted 
to repent, provided that there is serious 
necessity: namely, when in view of the 
number of penitents there are not enough 
confessors. at hand to hear properly the 


confessions of each within an appropriate. 


time, with the result that the penitents 
through no fault of their own would be forced 
to do without sacramental grace or Holy 
Communion for a long time. This can happen 
especially in mission lands but in other 
places also and within groups where it is 
clear that this need exists (Pastoral Norms, 
no. 3). 

Several important facts must be kept in 
mind concerning general confession and 
absolution. Individual, integral confession 
and absolution remain the ordinary way for

Yet to watch faces as 
they shuffle by on any given day you can see 
the depth of loneliness despite the crowd. 
Everyone believes that they are the only 
ones who are lonely and so they feel trapped 
into their isolation. 

THERE IS a difference between being 
lonely and being alone. When you are alone 
you simply have no other warm body around. 


Sometimes that can even be a blessing. But;74 _ 


being lonely is being without someoné to 


visit your inner spaces, the part of you deep- 


inside that longs to see the sunlight. This 
means that just being with someone may not 
take away the Joneliness at all since nothing 
is shared. It only covers it up so that it’s not 
noticeable. 


Many people seem to think that loneliness 


is something that happens to them without — 
their doing anything. They are simply - 
“thinking that life has passed them by.” — 


Some aloneness does just happen when 


people move away or circumstances cut you — 
off. But much loneliness may simply come _ 
‘from not trying. os OS a Se 

The first thing that has to be done with — 


loneliness is to recognize that it is there. That 
seems sort of funny to say but many never 
stop long- enough to let themselves feel 
where they are hurting. Loneliness can only 
really be dealt with if it is faced and felt. This 
can even be helpful to you as a way of seeing 
your weakness and at the same time 
knowing your depth as a person. If you can 
hurt that deeply you can also love that 
deeply. But you won’t know that depth in 
yourself until you stop long enough to feel it. 

ONCE YOU recognize and feel the pang of 
loneliness then you have a choice. The 
choices are to ‘‘give up’’ and brood over 
your situation or you can stop long enough to 


-hear someone else’s cry. There are others 


who need to know and share your inner self 
and they will always be there ‘‘until you 
drink from the silver cup.’’ But for someone 
to visit your inner space they must be invited 
and that means you must take the first step. 


Perhaps it’s no wonder that loneliness is 
common because it does take some effort 
and some risk on your own part to overcome 
it. And maybe that’s why, from time to time, 
you need to be reminded that it can be 
overcome and that you’ll ‘‘never know until 
you try.” 


the faithful to reconcile themselves with God 
and the Church, unless physical or moral 
impossibility excuses one from this. kind of 
confession.

In view of this both penitent and confessor 
must take every step necessary that on 
occasion the two can meet in order that the 
penitent may avail himself of the spiritual 
guidance and counseling of his confessor.

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Who killed Jesus? 


Christ's message was threat to 
all who profit from injustice

We are so. accustomed to hearing and 
repeating that we are redeemed and 
reconciled to God through the passion and 
death of Jesus Christ, that we are in danger 
of never having asked seriously what this 
claim means. 


Every celebration of the Eucharist is, of 
course, a new attempt to understand how the 
cross of Christ can bring salvation to the 
world. However, routine may easily set in so 
that we do not ask that question any more. 
So it is important that we give full weight to 
the celebration of Holy Week and Easter as 
the time for reliving the paschal mystery. 


WHEN WE ASK why Jesus died, the 
answer may seem simple and obvious—in 


. order to fulfill the will of the Father. Yet if 
“God is not to appear as vengeful and 


irrational in devising such a cruel fate for an 
innocent person as scapegoat for other 
people’s guilt, we must ask questions that go 


_ behind this answer. 


First, we must ask who killed Jesus and 
why. The Romans killed Jesus because they 
judged that what Jesus was and did and 
represented was a threat and challenge to 
their colonial grip on the Jews as a subject 
people. 


This sometimes comes as a surprise to 
Christians today who have assumed that 
Jesus was really killed by the Jews for 
religious reasons. The evidence is quite clear 
that it was a Roman execution for reasons to 
do with the security of the colonial 
administration; Jesus was killed as .a 
representative of the oppressed and 
persecuted Jews, because he was seen as 
one who might have become their champion 
against their oppressors. 


ONE MUST ASK, then, why the Jews did 
not defend Him but, according to the Gospel 
accounts, willingly turned Him over to the 
colonial administration. The answer to that 
is more complex, but amounts to this, that 
the leaders of the dominant parties in 
Jerusalem saw Jesus as a danger to 
themselves and their understanding of the 
future of Israel. When challenged by the 
Roman authorities they clearly did not want 
to be identified with Jesus and with what He 
represented. 


From the point of view of Jesus it must be 
asked: What did He represent that could be 
so threatening to all those in positions of 
power, and why did He take such an 
uncompromising stand? The Gospels are at 
pains to show us what it was that Jesus did 
and preached that brought Him to 
confrontation with the powerful of his 
society. 


He preached that the perfect reign of God 
over men was immediately possible if people 
would but open their hearts to it. That 
message is not too threatening until you hear 
the practical examples Jesus enumerated of 
what it means to open one’s heart to the 
reign of God. 


THE INVITATION to a radical sharing of 
goods and power, to total respect for all 
persons, to renunciation of all kinds of 
special privilege, status and advantage, to 
worship that is a matter of one’s whole life 
otientation and not of the correctness of 
elaborate ceremonies—this invitation was 
bound to present a threat to all who profit 
from inequality and privilege and status. 


Jesus preached a profound transformation 
in the love of God and total trust in Him, that 
expresses itself in extravagant love of 
neighbor and trust in other people to the 
point of folly. iA

_ ‘Truly he was the Son of God’ 


It could be no part of this message to try to 
press His case by any kind of violence or 
domination, nor could His message allow for 
any compromises. Therefore it was the inner 
logic of His preaching that brought Him to 
His death by execution. 


HIS MESSAGE was bound to be a threat 
in a sinful world and therefore was bound to 
polarize the forces of His society. Reconcilia- 
tion. in that case could not mean 
compromising the message. It could only 
mean living out its implications to the bitter 
end, loving to the human limits that are 
placed by death. : 

By simply and peacefully reiterating His 
invitation even_as He is being killed with 
great hatred, Jesus breaks through a 
communication barrier because He can no 
longer be seen personally as a threat. 


The breaking of this barrier makes it 
possible for the divine love to pour into the 
world to all mankind through His humanity, 
reconciling all to itself in a great flood of 
peace. 


WE MUST.ASK further why this has not 
already happened in far greater measure 
and what our suffering and death have to do 
with reconciliation. The answers are to be 
sought more by prayer and reflection on our 
life experience than by study. 


Of course, there is some suffering and 
there are some deaths which, like the 
suffering and the death of Jesus, are directly 
the outcome of a life that expresses the love 
and the truth of God into the world. But 
much of our suffering is not caused like this. 


However, every suffering and every death 
questions our life orientation and our values, 
demanding an explicit response that can be 
either self-centered or other-centered, 
either polarizing or reconciling.

This is the third of 17 articles adapted 
from the text of the first draft of the 
National Catechetical Directory. You 
are encouraged to submit observations 
on every aspect of the proposed 
document. 


Chapter Two, the Mystery of Revelation, 
begins by giving the biblical disclosure of 
God. He speaks through nature, yes, but 
God chose a people through whom His 
revelation would be more precise. He set the 


- stage for a broader and deeper covenant, His 


ultimate self-gift, which was accomplished 
in Jesus Christ. 


‘Human words are always inadequate to 
convey all that people are and all that they 
mean...But God’s Word expresses God 
perfeetly...Because the Word is God’s 
perfect self-expression, His only begotten 
Son, to see and hear Jesus is to see and hear 
the Father’’ (John 14, 7-11)... 


“GOD HAS no other Word. He has no 
message to communicate at variance with 
what He has revealed in Jesus Christ...By 
this revelation, then, the deepest truth...is 
made clear to us in Christ...’’ The fullness of 
revelation is a Person, Jesus Christ. 


‘The apostles were the uniquely privil- 


_eged eyewitnesses to God’s total self-revela- 


tion in Christ before and after His 
resurrection. Jesus promised that they 
would receive the Holy Spirit, who would 
instruct them in everything, remind them of 
all that He had said, guide them into all 
truth, and enable them to bear witness to 
Him...’’ The Christian dispensation, there- 
fore, as the new and definitive covenant will 
never pass away, and we now await no 
further new public revelation before the 
glorious manifestation of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. (V-II, Revelation 4). 


“Nevertheless, God has not fallen silent. 
God still reveals Himself through the 
creatures He has made, through the events 
of daily life, the crisis of history and the 
struggles of people. 


HE STILL answers prayers, still manifests 
Himself and communicates Himself through 
the sacraments and the entire life and 
teaching of the Church. The risen Christ 
remains the living Word of God. He is not 
dead but alive... ° 


“In this continuing dialogue with God 
there is growth and understanding of the 
message which has been handed down. To 
fulfill its mission of proclaiming God’s word 
to the world, the Church must surely know 
God and His message and be certain of what 
it knows. 


‘BUT IT would be pride and delusion to 
think that the Church at any point in history 
has exhausted our knowledge of God, that 
we already know all there is to be known. 
The Church has already grasped Christ in 
faith and so possesses the fullness of 
revelation. But all that this implies has not 
yet dawned... : 


“Church history illustrates the processes 
of the deepening understanding of revela- 
tion. The formulation of the Creeds by the 
early Church sharpened the clarity of 
understanding about the essential elements 
of belief.’’ 


The remainder of Chapter Two goes on to 
explain fhe relationship of faith and grace, 
how faith is expressed, and what the role of 
the Church is in the process of faith and 
response, and ends on the note that in the 
Church the Lord calls people to community 
and sends them forth to bring Christ’s Good 
News to all people.

A parish 
prepares parents 
and children for 
First Communion 


_ By Father Joseph M. Champlin 


Last month we completed our fourth 
parental preparation program for First Holy 
Communion. Through this four-year exper- 
ience—a period mixed with many mistakes 
and deep disappointments as well as positive 

-results and inspirational events—we have 
finally developed a reasonably successful 
system. 


In brief, the program opens with a 
two-hour general meeting for all the parents 
in October, continues with one small group 
session in homes throughout November and 
concludes by a real, but demonstration and 
teaching: Mass, also in homes, during 
December. 


THE SADLIER text, ‘“‘Take and Eat,’’ is 
used for both parent and child. Once a 
youngster has finished the book and the 
parents judge that the child is ready for the 
Eucharist, they arrange an interview with 
one of the priests. 


The boy or girl then receives Our Lord for 
the first time with the family (about 50 per 
cent select that option) or waits until our 


- Solemn Parish First Communion Celebration ° 


at a Sunday Mass. in May. All the 
youngsters, even those who have already 
communicated earlier with the family, 
participate in this spring ceremony. 

First Communion time is a_ potent 
teachable moment for parents. Parents who 
begin in October with hesitation or even 
hostility slowly come to see its value and by 


_ the pre-Christmas Eucharistic celebrations. _ 


normally are quite enthused. 


THEY FIND it draws them closer to their 
children; they discover a deepening of their 
own faith; they smile with surprise at how 
much their child has learned in a few months 
of joint home study; they react with 
amazement at the youngsters’ quiet attention 
throughout this one-hour explanatory Mass. 


Firm insistence on parental participation 
in the program is critical to its success. In 
my optimistic naivete when we first initiated 
this system, I expected our fathers and 

—mothers would rejoice over the opportunity 
for such intimate involvment in the religious 
formation of their children. Then came the 
folded arms, frowns, silent looks, out-of-

hearing negative comments (‘‘That really is 
the priests’ and Sisters’ job!’’ or ““Why am I 
sending my children to Catholic school if we 
have to do this?’’) 


Some of the opposition developed, of 
course, from parents who didn’t really care 
or who resented the effort entailed. 
However, most of the objections arose, I 
think, from a sense of inadequacy on the part 
of parents, a lack of confidence in their 
ability to teach and train their children in 
this important area. 


ONE NEEDS to be patient during those 
introductory years, because parents and 
parishioners require time to accept the 
concept, the priests and instructors need 
time to perfect the program. 


Sometimes, nevertheless, a softness of 
approach from parish leaders with regard to 
the new system can be misinterpreted as the 
absence of conviction about its value.. We 
followed that path for three years and 
frequently came home-from meetings very 
discouraged by the poor attendance. 


This year the kick-off homily announcing 
our program took a much firmer stance. We 
set a definite. cutoff date for registration, 
stressed the importance of parental partici- 
pation, and indicated at least one parent was 
to attend each session. 


The response has been gratifying. 
Negative comments either stopped or went 
_underground. Parents arrived in good 
numbers for every session with an 
encouragingly larger number of fathers on 
hand. The, feedback after the final Masses 
was in most instances..very supportive, 
particularly from parents who initially had 
serious reservations about the new program. 


A detailed schedule for the entire year 
with built-in options should be presented to 
parents at the opening night. This requires 
considerable advance planning by the parish 
leadership personnel, but it pays handsome 
dividends in terms of increased parental 
attendance. 


AFTER THE initial sign-up for this 
program, fathers and mothers were offered 
two nights as alternatives for the opening 
session. At that first meeting, we gave them 
informational sheets outlining the dates and 
places for all the events to follow. Moreover,

Times of crisis in life 
may bring experience 
of resurrection

It was a moment I always dreaded when 
working with adults in parish theology 
programs, but it always arrived—the 
moment the ‘‘Why?’’ -questions erupted. 
And these questions had the sharpest 
urgency; in many ways they were the only 
real questions most people had. Ironically, 
these were the ones I could answer least. 


This is how the question would come up. 
We would be in the middle of a series of 
sessions on the sacraments or Christology or 
prayer. It really did not matter what the 
precise topic was. What mattered was that 
we were all coming to see more clearly the 
generous goodness of God: and His work of 
fulfilling creation in Jesus. Gradually it did 
become Good News for all of us. The tender 
kindness of the Father had to be faced. That 
was when the ‘‘Why’’ questions would come 


up. 


WHY THE stroke? Why the divorce? Why 
the unfaithfulness? Why the pain or 
loneliness? Once one person asked the 
“‘Why’’ question, it seemed as if everybody 
did. It always brought things to a perfect 
halt. There was silence. I had no answer. In 
fact these questions had only dredged up my 
own similar ones. 


During my very first experience of the 
‘‘Why’’ question, I had sensed it was no 
time for simplistic answers, least of all from 
Scripture or theology. After all, Jesus 
himself found no easy answer to the ‘‘Why’’ 
question when He Himself asked it. When 
others asked it, people like Martha and 
Mary, He seemed to enter their lives and 
live the question with them. In His own life, 
He learned the answer by living the 
question. He endured death; He accepted 
the non-escapable suffering, and He 
emerged from it more alive. By going 
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‘Let the little children come to me 


each family was placed in a particular group 
with phone numbers and addresses of every 
host couple listed on the schedule. 


Under such an arrangement, the parents 
are able to plan ahead and, when conflicts 
develop, make the necessary adjustments. 
We have employed with success a similar 
system for lectors, gift bearers, and special 
ministers of Communion. 


Parents returning for the preparation of 
other children need to be integrated into the 
program but with special accommodations 
based on their previous experience. 


WE SOLVED this at the introductory 
meeting by separating ‘‘veterans’’ for the 
second hour and working up a different, 
fresh presentation for them. In addition, 
they were not expected at attend the 
November small group sessions. Thus, 
parents who had completed the program in 
earlier years came only on the first or 
orientation evening and for the concluding 
home Mass. 


A ceremony of formal initiation into the 
program during a Sunday Mass can prove 


‘Trust in God's Plan’ 


through suffering and death, He experi- 
enced resurrection. 


As a catechist, I have found that the most 
appropriate response to the why question is 
silence and , at least. in some cases, prayer. 
Eventually, I must honestly acknowledge my 
own inability to comprehend the mystery of 
suffering either in my own life or in the lives 
of those I love. But I cannot stop there. It is 
not enough. Something else about suffering 
must be acknowledged, something many of 
us vaguely sense. 


ITIS THIS. When you ask people to reflect 
with you on the times of greatest growth in 
the lives of each of us, together you uncover 
an extraordinary truth. Those times of 
greatest growth, those times when we found 
we weren’t fragile infants, tend also to be 
the times of greatest suffering. They were 
the times of crisis, when we felt we couldn’t 
endure any more, but somehow came out on, 


very helpful for both participants and 
parishioners. At the Sunday celebration 
parents and children replied after the homily 
to separate questions inquiring if they were 
ready to undertake this program of 
preparation. Then, the boys and girls came 
with their families to the sanctuary and 
received from the celebrant a First 
Communion textbook. “‘John, receive the 
good news of Holy Communion.”’ 


The huge crowd on hand and the 
children’s excitement indicated we had 


added something very positive to our: 


program. It also brought out the commun- 


ity’s interest in and support of these boys 


and girls. 


Small group, explanatory home Masses 
are perhaps the most powerful teaching 
force in the entire setup. These begin at 7 
p.m., continue for one hour and include an 
explanation of the scared vessels and 
vestments, involvement of the youngsters in 
the liturgy plus a running commentary on 
the Mass. It is difficult to determine who 
gains more from this event, the parents or 
the children. 


the other side stronger or wiset or somehow 
more whole. We went through a sort of 
death and came out more alive. 

Although there is no simple answer to the 

dilemma of human passion and death, these 
resurrection events in the lives of each of us 
give us a clue to the salvific possibilities of 
suffering. These possibilities were revealed 
to Christians most clearly in the resurrection 
of Jesus. The evidence of resurrection in our 
own experience helps us to understand the 
meaning of Jesus’ own resurrection. And it 
helps us to open ourselves to the mystery of 
suffering, without demanding neat, clear-cut 
answers. 
. Without taking back any of the above 
reflections, I know that the next time the 
“‘Why’’ question comes up in an adult 
learning group, my stomach will churn and 
tense. And all over again I will prepare to 
face those human dilemmas, with only one 
answer, the one that for me is ‘‘Jesus.”’

Most illegal aliens are ‘Catholics’

People working in the immigration field tell the 
story about the Los Angeles immigration official 
describing efforts at deporting illegal aliens from 
Mexico: 


“We put them-on a bus and send them to the 
Mexican border. We have one strict rule—they can’t 
get back in L.A. before the bus.’’ 


THAT ABOUT sums up the illegal alien situation 
in the United States, where even a recession 
provides more opportunities for jobs than can be 
found anywhere else in the world. 


A series of articles in the New York Times, 
speeches by immigration officials and attorney 
generals and the appointment of a presidential 
committee to study the situation illustrate the 
amount of attention now being given to what has 
been called a ‘‘national emergency.’’ 


Despite all the attention, there are not many hard 
facts about illegal aliens in the U.S.: 


—The Immigration’ and Naturalization Service 
(INS) estimates that there are at least 6 million 
illegals, and possibly 12 million. 


—It is estimated that about 90 per cent are from 
Mexico, and most of the total number are either 
from “Catholic’’ countries or are personally 
Catholics. 


—INS says illegals hold about one million jobs 
which could otherwise be held by American workers. 


—INS estimates that illegals cost the United 
States billions of dollars a year in services used, 
unpaid taxes and money sent out of the country to 
families back home. 


— Many illegals are brought into the United States 
by smugglers or rackets such as_ fraudulent 
marriages. 


—Although many illegals hold well-paying jobs, 
many, particular Mexicans in the Southwest, are 
exploited by employers who take advantage of a 
worker’s illegal status to pay. less than minimum 
wages. 


—Illegal aliens are here in violation of U.S. 
immigration laws, either because. they crossed the 
border without legal standing or because they 
overstayed student or visitor’s visas. 


Auxiliary Bishop Patrick Flores of San Antonio, 
Tex., the most active American bishop dealing with 
the immigration issue, told a meeting of church 
leaders: ‘‘Many Christians say that illegals don’t 
have the right to be here, and they are right, of 
course. 


“BUTI HAVE a conscience and if they had a 
conscience, they would know that even though the 
illegal is in this country illegally, he should be 
treated as a human being, as a person. 


“His ‘inalienable’ human rights must always be 
respected with justice and love, and the fact that he 
is not under the law does not justify anyone’s 
violating the law of God.’’ 


Father Silvano Tomasi, director of the Center for 
Migration Studies in Staten Island, N.Y., notes that 
traditionally in times of economic recession, 
Americans have turned on immigrants—both legal 
and illegal—as ‘’scapegoats’’ to be blamed for 
holding jobs. 


AN INS OFFICIAL denied the agency is trying to 


‘‘American multinational corporations set up in 
underdeveloped countries to take advantage of cheap 
labor, but in doing so destroy native competition and 
force people out of the country, usually toward the 
United States.”

family reunification given a high priority. Also, there 
is agreement that the immigration quotas for 
bordering nations, Mexico and Canada, should be 
raised to a fairly high level. 


There is also agreement in church circles that 
some form of ‘‘amnesty’’ or ‘‘regularization’’ is 
needed for the millions of illegals now in the United 
States who have some ‘‘equities’’ —families, jobs, 
American-born citizen children. There is an amnesty 
proposal in legislation offered by Sen. Edward

make illegals scapegoats. The problem, the 
spokesman said, is just one of many that become 
more visible in a slow economy. 


But officials at the U.S. Catholic Conference 
Migration and Refugee Service believe that most of 
the one million jobs reportedly held by illegals are 
undesirable and low-paying service jobs that would 
otherwise not be filled. 


Church officials agree on two steps in a possible 
solution to the illegal alien situation, but disagree on 
a key third proposal. 


THERE IS WIDE agreement that the immigration 
system for the Western Hemisphere must be 
reorganized and priorities set, with, for example, 


Kennedy (D-Mass.), but it is opposed by some 
strong congressional leaders. 


Another controversial area is the question of 
penalties for those employers who knowingly hire 
illegal aliens. Backed by INS, Kennedy and some 
church officials, the purpose is to reduce the 
economic incentive for illegals by making jobs much 
more difficult to find. A related proposal calls for 


tamper-proof, computerized identification cards for 


all legal aliens and foreign visitors. 


BUT MANY Hispanics, including Bishop Flores, 
oppose employer penalties because they fear it will 
lead to harassment of all Hispanics. Some observers 
believe this could also result in the hiring of fewer 
Mexican-Americans and legal aliens. Also, Father 


Tomasi said he objects to the privacy question raised 
by the ID cards and making employers a sort of 
police force. 


A key issue in getting any comprehensive 
immigration legislation through Congress is the 
importation of temporary Mexican labor. Such a 
provision is the ‘‘price’’ Sen. James Eastland 
(D-Miss.), is believed to want in exchange for any 
immigration legislation. Labor and church groups 
strongly oppose such temporary worker importation 
because it takes jobs away from Americans and 
leads to more illegal immigration. 


In the meantime, the INS, because it does not 
have the money or the manpower to deal with the 
whole illegal population, is moving toward a policy 
of ‘selective enforcement,’’ generally taking on only 
cases involving large numbers of illegals, primarily 
those brought in by smugglers. 


BUT LONG-RANGE solutions appear to require 
economic and social development for Mexico and 
other underdeveloped nations. 


Father Tomasi notes that Church teachings: on 
immigration emphasize the need to move capital to 
underdeveloped countries to improve their econo- 
mies and provide more jobs so that people will not be 
forced to emigrate. 


Many people immigrating to the United States, 
legally or illegally, he said, have been displaced 
because of the impact of American multinational 
corporations on the local economy. The multination- 


als set up in underdevelopéd countries to take -

Time is ripe for ecumenical ‘breakthrough’ 


By Michael Newman 


The opportunity for a “‘tremendous breakthrough’’ in 
ecumenism is seen by the Pope’s representative at the World 
Council of Churches. 


Father Joseph J. Spae, CICM, said, ‘‘We are on the eve of 
a tremendous breakthrough. Several signs of this new epoch 
in ecumenical relationships can be seen, which I would 
compare with the new epoch in theology. 


“WHEN WE LOOK around the world, the time is ripe for 
the breakthrough which will put Christianity on the map as 
having recaptured the unity for which Christ prayed on the 
eve of his death.’’ 


The general secretary of the committee on society, 
development of peace of the World Council of Churches, and 
the Pontifical Commission on Justice and Peace (SODEPAX), 
was in San Diego to speak on the state of world ecumenism 
today. 


“Christians can no longer accept the tragedy of the 
Christian divisions,’’ he said in an interview. 


‘IF CHRISTIANITY could be shown to be ‘togetherness in 
action’ for the’ ‘third party’—the suffering non-Christians— 
we would be setting up a new line of theology for Christians in 
living and working together,’’ he added. 


“Our very. action as Christians would become a. new 
dogmatic statement acceptable to. all sides.”’ 


The Flemish (Belgian) priest, who’ trained for missionary 
work in China is a member of the~ community of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary (similar to the Maryknoll 
American missionaries). He went to China in 1937 and, after 
16 months in Peking, went to mission to the people of Inner 
Mongolia. 


HE WAS CAUGHT up in the melee when the Japanese 
overran the province and was cast into a Japanese 
concentration camp for three years and eight months. 


“That’s where I learned English,’’ said this master of 12 
languages—he has studied 18. And, from work as a prisoner 
in a construction gang in Guam, the end of World War II 
enabled him to reach the United States in 1945. 

Although his Ph.D. is from Columbia University, it is 
‘credited for work at Kyoto University, Japan, where he 
founded the local province of the Immaculate Heart 
community.

His optimism over unity among Christians is clear. ‘‘In the 
broad concept of dogma there is no problem,”’ he said. ‘‘On 
essential things we have to see eye to eye, and are free to go 
our own way on non-essentials. 


“There is a pluralism which is not only legitimate, but is 


contributing to the intelligence of the Church i in the modern . 


world,’’ he said. 


AMONG ESSENTIALS he listed ‘‘the unity and tri-unity of 
God, the Incarnation, the Resurrection and the one holy and 
Catholic Church, the words of the Council of Nicaea.’’ (The 
Nicene Creed of 325 incorporates this profession of the 
Catholic faith). 


Father Spae—he pronounces it spah—finds nothing wrong 
with different interpretations. ‘‘Within the Catholic Church 
there can be 12 or more ways of interpretating in good faith 
the basic idea of our faith,’’ he said. 


“After all, there were 12 apostles, who did this. I would 
want to see this being authenticated by the magisterium of 
the Church, and thereafter a consensus expressed by all 
Christians who would agree on the basic points.’’ 


How close are we to this unity? 


“TO A LARGE extent the unity exists,’’ he affirmed. ‘‘It is 
only a matter of timing. There is a tremendous movement to 
recognize this unity literally, but it is as yet insufficient as 
witnessing factor to the outside world. The Church does not 
appear to be one, even though it is partially one.’’ 


He said the ‘‘togetherness’’ we have achieved is reflected 
in the ‘‘most successful’’ dialogues between Catholics and 
Orthodox, Catholics and Anglicans, Catholics and Lutherans 
and Catholics and Methodists. 


“All these bilateral dialogues come to the conclusion that 
dogmatically speaking we do agree on the vast majority of 
things that are essential,’’ he said, naming baptism and the 
Eucharist where’ much agreement has been expressed, 
particularly with Lutherans. 


“THERE IS NO valid dogmatic area of. disagreement, 
based on sheer theological principles,’’ he said. ‘‘But it is in 
the pastoral area where we run into difficulties.”’ 


Here, in matters such as abortion, marriage and divorce 
and other related subjects, he feels ‘‘it is the underdeveloped 
state of mind of the majority of Christians on both sides’’ 
which is a hindrance. ‘‘Otherwise we would move much 
faster,’’ he said. 


“It is here that the local Church has a vital role to fill, in the 
parishes and the dioceses. Any effort at unity will have to take

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Bishops set check on ‘illegals’ 


MEXICO CITY (NC)—The 
Mexican bishops are gather- 


ing information on workers 


migrating to the United 
States without the proper 
authorization for an April 
meeting aimed at stemming 
the tide of illegal immigra- 
tion. 


First estimates gathered, 
for the bishops, indicate that 
90 percent of all so-called 
“illegals’’ in the U.S. come 
from Mexico. 


‘*THE CHURCH in Mexico 
is increasingly saddened at 
reports reaching here about 
conditions of Mexican 
migrants,’’ .said Father 
Arturo Aguirre Cebellos, 
secretary of the Mexican 
bishops’ Pastoral Work Com- 
mittee. 


Father Aguirre said a 
study of living and working 
conditions of illegals in the 
United States has been 


‘prepared for the April meet- 


ing. It includes conditions in 
detention centers. 


“In some of these centers 
migrant workers, taken there 


ments, suffer many priva- 
tions: inadequate food, sani- 
tary services and isolation.’’ 


FIGURES SHOW that 
legal immigration of Mexi- 
cans to the U.S. increased 
from 45,750 in 1969 to more 
than 70,000 in 1973. 


However, the illegal flow ¢ 


of immigrants from Mexico 
far surpasses those figures. 
One indication can be found 
in the number of those who 
are caught by U.S. authori- 
ties and detained. In 1965 
there were 110,371, in 1973 
the number was close to 
656,000, and by the end of 
1974 had reached 700,000. 


Meanwhile in Washing- 
ton, U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence spokesmen supported 
an ‘‘across-the-board’’ am- 
nesty for illegal aliens in 
testimony before the House 
Judiciary Committee’s im- 
migration subcommettee. 

Msgr. George Higgins, 
USCC research secretary, 
testified that a ‘‘comprehen- 
sive package’’ of legislation 
is necessary to stop the 


IN ADDITION to amnesty, 
Msgr. Higgins said the 
USCC supported: 

—establishing an immig- 
ration preference system for 


both hemispheres based pri- | 


marily on family reunifica- 
tion and admission of refu- 
gees; 

—granting adjustment of 
immigration status to all 
regardless of the country of 
their birth; 

—increasing foreign aid 
and economic assistance to 
Mexico and Latin American 
countries in particular. 


EXPLAINING USCC sup- 
port of amnesty, Msgr. 
Higgins said: 

“It must be remembered 
that because of deficiencies 
over a span of many years in 
U.S. aid to Mexico and other 
Latin American countries, 
because of our failure to 
prevent a mass influx of 
illegal aliens and our failure 
to enforce existing laws, the 
U.S. government bears a 
heavy share of responsibility 
for today’s chaotic  situa- 
tion.”

LONDON (NC)—‘‘Our business is ending 
lives, not helping them to get started,’’ said 
an English gynecologist who claimed he sells 
aborted fetuses to a cosmetics firm. 


Interviewed in the book, Babies for 
Burning, by Michael Litchfield and Susan 
Kentish, the unidentified doctor said: ‘‘Now 
many of the babies I get are fully-formed and 
are alive for quite some time before they are 
disposed of. 


“I HAD FOUR of them lined up recently 
crying their heads off. I hadn’t time to kill 
them because we were busy, but I was loathe 
to drop them into the incinerator because 
there was so much animal fat that could have 
been used commercially.’’

“Church must have 


economics theology’ 


In NEW YORK, ‘“‘the 
‘Church says it should tran- 
scend economics. But the 
way the Church has dealt 
with economics has been not 
to transcend it but to bypass 
it. And there’s a world of 
difference between the two,”’ 
said Norman Saramelli, co- 
director of the Boston Indust- 
tial Mission, March 3. 


“Even our theologians talk 
about a political theology,’’ 
he said, ‘‘but I haven’t yet 
heard anybody talk about at 
economic theology. I think 
we're going to have to 
develop one.’’ 


Law would keep 
charities charitable 


In HARTFORD, Conn., 
legislation limiting the 
amount of money charities 
can spend on administrative 
costs has been introduced in 
the general assembly the 
state’s Department of Con- 
sumer Protection. 


Charities soliciting in the 
state would be required to 
spend at least 70 per cent of 
their budgets on actual 
charitable work, or face 
losing their solicitaion per- 
mits. 


Nun resigns over 
Sterilization policy 


In FORT KENT, Me., Sis- 
ter Jeannine Daigle resigned 
as director of the Northern 
Maine Medical Center 
following a decision by the 


. board of directors to allow 


voluntary sterilizations at the 
hospital. 


The facility is owned by a 
private corporation, but is 
run by Little. Franciscan 
Sisters of Mary. ‘‘I could not 


direct an institution that goes 
against the teachings of my 
Church,’’ Sister Daigle said, 
which does not allow sterili- 
zation as a _ contraceptive 
measure. 


State workers lose 
Good Friday holiday 


In SAN FRANCISCO, the 
California Court of Appeals 
said 
from noon to 3 p.m. on Good 
Friday is unconstitutional 
and that providing such 
hours for ‘‘worship’’ consti- 
tutes ‘“excessive government 
entanglement with religion.”’ 


The order is effective 
immediately, and applies to 
this Good Friday, March 28. 
The court said: ‘‘The primary 
effect of designating a Chris- 
tian holy day as a state 
holiday amounts to an ob- 
servance of a holy day, by the 
state itself, as a religious 
event.”’

In VATICAN CITY, three 
men convicted of stealing 
gold and silver medals from 
Pope Paul’s apartment asked 
clemency from the man they 
robbed. - 


Just how the Pope will rule 
on the clemency appeal 
remains an open question. 
But an action taken by one of 
the thieves is not expected to 
win favor. Following the 
robbery he wrote an article in 
an Italian magazine entitled 
“How I Robbed the Vati- 
can.”’

In WASHINGTON, twenty 
congressmen, including Jes- 
uit Father Robert Drinan 
(D-Mass.) have introduced 
legislation to ban the death 
penalty for federal crimes.

It 
discriminates against the 
poor and minorities. It vio- 
lates the ideal of human 
dignity, and it is irrevocable, 
foreclosing rehabilitation.”’

JACQUES MARITAIN by John Howard 
Griffin and Yves R. Simon. Albany, NY, 
Magi Books. 64 pages, $12.95. 


This is a grand tribute, in prose and 
pictures, to one of the foremost Catholic 
laymen of our time. Born in a zealous French 
Protestant family, he became, as a young 
man, one of the most vocal defenders of the 
Catholic Church. 


He was also instrumental in promoting 
Scholastic Philosophy as a viable academic 
system in the European universities. He 
made arguing from the Summa of St. 
Thomas Aquinas respectable again. 

Fans of Maritain will find this a powerful 
and touching tribute to the great man. It may 
also serve as a pleasing introduction for 
younger readers. 
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
